II.1 MEDICAL RECORDS (Continued) 

II.1.2 X-Rays Case Records 

X-rays case records consist of film taken in conjunction with 
medical and dental examinations and in the care of injuries. 
The size of the x-rays is 14" x 17". They are filed in 
special equipment. They are sent to Medical Files when the 
employee terminates. The termination date is stamped on the 
envelope and the x-rays are purged annually. The 29 Code of 
Federal Regulations Part 1910.20 requires that employee 
medical records be maintained for at least the duration of 
employment plus thirty (30) years. TVA•s medical case 
records• approved retention is 40 years after termination 
(NCl-142-82-4) and the x-rays should have the same retention. 
The 29 CFR Part 1910.20 requires that x-ray film be preserved 
in their original state. Therefore the x-rays should not be 
microfilmed.
